Father  Boedekker  Park,  located  in  the  tenderloin  is  a large 
park  which  occupies  nearly  an  entire  block.  This  park  is  in  a 

high  need  area  and  gets  a high  amount  of  use.  The  park  is  in 

a very  visible  area  of  the  City,  next  to  the  Airporter 
terminal  and  across  the  street  from  the  Hilton  Hotel.  The
